Gentlemen: 


In reply to your letters of 9 and 10 March regarding the classification of 
four NIS sections, we can confirm that the classifications are correct as marked 
on the publications. 


Executive Order 12065 does not require systematic review for downgrading 
or declassification until a document is 20 years old. Nevertheless, for reasons 
of efficiency in handling these particular documents, we are in the process of 
reviewing all NIS sections regardless of age. They are interdepartmental 
publications, however, and we cannot act on them unilaterally. As we receive 
concurrences on our recommended review decisions from other participating 
agencies, we will notify the Department of the Amny of any change of classifi- 
cation, and you will be notified through your chain of command. This should 
Save you the trouble of further correspondence on individual sections. 


In the meantime, the following applies to those sections mentioned in your 
letters. WIS 33 Section 24, dated October 1965, and NIS 34 GS (Rev), dated 
September 1972, have not yet been reviewed; therefore, the original classifications 
are correct until a review takes place and you are notified of the result. 

NIS 34 Section 25 (Rev), dated August 1970, and NIS 34 Section 32, dated July 1963, 
have been reviewed, but concurrences from all interested agencies have not been 
received. These documents must be protected at the original classification until 
that time. 


Regarding your request for port:on marking, we are aware that the military 
services have been marking individual sections or paragraphs for a number of 
years. As you no doubt know, however, this was not a Government-wide require- 
ment until 1972 with the publication of Executive Order 11652. Those NIS sections 
published after that time are portion marked. The Order, however, required this 
"to the extent practicable." You may, therefore, find a few sections published 
after March 1972 that were already being printed and are not portion marked.
